Care home 
campaigners 
have to wait 

Campaigners fighting to save a Dudley care home 
have been told they will have to wait until next July 
to discover if their battle has been successful. 

A decision to shut New Bradley Hall in Kingswin- 
ford had been made by the council but protesters 
have collected more than 5,000 signatures in their 
fight to keep it open. Last week Dudley Council 
leader Les Jones announced the decision would be 
“set aside”. 

He added a consultation would be held into the 
effects on elderly residents and families. 

The council’s cabinet have now voted to approve 
the consultation but it has emerged that the results 
are not likely to be collected until July. 

Revisited 

An Equality Impact Assessment which looked at 
the way residents would be hit by the closure will be 
revisited in more depth, and people are being 
encouraged to submit their views. Councillor Jones 
said he wanted to make it clear that keeping the 
home open “is an option” after some councillors 
expressed concerns that the consultation is a “box¬ 
ticking exercise”. 

He said: “I want to give people the chance to have 
their say.” 

But Councillor Tim Crumpton said: “I am worried 
that this is merely being used as a process that the 
council has to go through before it can go ahead with 
shutting the home anyway.” 

Campaigner Mac Scott, whose 94-year-old 
mother-in-law Irene Claridge lives at New Bradley 
Hall, said: “We are pleased with the decision but we 
shall be looking very seriously at developments in 
the future.” 

Under the council’s plans, New Bradley Hall, New 
Bridge House in Coseley and New Swinford Hall in 
Stourbridge would close their doors by April 2014, 
while Shenstone House in Halesowen would close in 
March. 

£4.2m cemetery 
to open next year 

A£4.2 million cemetery and crematorium serving 
the entire Wyre Forest district will open in January 
after being hit by delays. 

The 23-acre site in Minster Road, between Kidder¬ 
minster and Stourport, was due to open earlier this 
year. But the scheme was delayed for access work to 
be completed and for the last plots to be taken at the 
existing main burial ground in Park Lane. Wyre 
Forest District Council now says the new site will be 
officially opened in January. 

However, the council says that some services could 
begin later this month. 

These services, both burial and cremation, would 
take place as and when needed with main operations 
starting at the site from next month. 

Officials from the authority said equipment on the 
site would be thoroughly checked and that some 
minor works on the road access still needed to be 
completed. 

The new Minster Road site has been created 
because space is running out at Park Lane. Plans for 
the scheme were first approved in 2007. 

It has full burial and cremation facilities, includ¬ 
ing a chapel of rest. 

A tree-lined avenue will lead to buildings and 
landscaped areas featuring wild flowers, grasses, 
rockeries and a pond with a wooden bridge. 

The project has been created by the council in 
partnership with Dignity PLC and is managed by 
Parkwood Consultancy Services. 


Ex-firefighter found guilty after strangling his wife

A retired firefighter who 
strangled his wife of 44 years 
because she was going to leave 
him for his best friend has been 
jailed for life. 

Michael Wathen, aged 67, was 
found guilty by jurors of murder¬ 
ing his wife Margaret at their 
marital home in Halesowen and 
told he must serve a minimum sen¬ 
tence of 12 years. 

He attacked the 63-year-old when 
she phoned her lover Alan Thompson 
and told him to collect her from the 
house in Brier Mill Road. She made the 
call on the same day she and Wathen 
had been to see a marriage counsellor. 

Wathen, who had worked at fire sta¬ 
tions in Sandwell and Birmingham, 
denied murder but admitted 
manslaughter on the basis he did not 
intend to kill his wife and he had no 
control over his actions. 

He was convicted by the jury at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court of 
murder on Friday. Before sentencing, a 
letter written by Wathen about his 
wife, who was known by her middle 
name of Heather, was read out in court 
by his barrister Mr Roger Farley QC. 

Violence 

In it he said: “Heather and I were 
man and wife and lovers for nearly half 
a century. I didn’t mean to kill her and 
I will have to live with the remorse, 
guilt and grief for the rest of my life.” 

Judge John Warner told Wathen: 
“Many marriages do break up, that’s a 
feature of human life but mercifully 
only a miniscule number result in vio¬ 
lence. 

“The jury have decided you were in 
full control of your faculties when you 
strangled her. 

The trial had heard the Wathens had 
been going on holidays with Mr 
Thompson and his wife June for 20 
years. 

Dt Insp Simon Astle said: “There are 
no winners in this case. The Wathen 
family have tragically lost their mother 
and sister and they have now lost their 
father for many years to come.”

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Car parking 
burglar gets 
sent to jail 

A thief who parked his car on 
the driveways of homes in and 
around Dudley that he burgled 
has been sentenced to five 
years in prison. 

Sanjay Patel raided homes 
in Stourbridge and Swindon, 
South Staffordshire. Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard 
how after being disturbed by 
one homeowner Patel attacked 
him by throwing a laptop at 
him and injuring his face. 

Miss Jennifer Josephs, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Patel targeted a property along 
Hagley Road, Stourbridge. The homeowner 
returned at 11am and saw the defendant’s car in the 
driveway. “He was concerned and went inside the 
house. As he got inside he saw the defendant coming 
down the stairs with a bag. Patel threw a laptop in 
his face and then escaped through a bedroom 
window and drove away.” 

Miss Josephs said less than an hour later Patel, 
aged 32, of King Charles Barnes, Telford, drove to a 
house in Feiashill Road, Swindon. 

The homeowner also returned to find Patel’s car 
on the drive and discovered his dining room and 
lounge windows had been smashed. Miss Josephs 
told the court Patel managed to escape yet again. 

He was later identified by police in Dudley town 
centre and was arrested. 

Mr Daniel White, defending, said: “He knows he 
only has himself to blame. He is appalled at what he 
did.” 

Patel admitted two charges of burglary and he 
also asked the court to take two other burglaries into 
consideration relating to burglaries in Chapel Lane 
and Worcester Lane, both in Stourbridge, in August 
this year. 

Sentencing him to five years, Judge Michael 
Challinor told Patel: “You have an unenviable 
record. These are deliberate attacks on houses. If 
you continue as a career burglar the sentences will 
simply get longer and longer. 

“Stop offending otherwise your life will be spent in 
prison.” 

200 homes plan 
gets full backing 

A scheme for more than 200 homes to be built as 
the next stage of a project to regenerate a Dudley 
estate has received unanimous backing from coun¬ 
cillors. 

Proposals for stages two and three of works on the 
former North Priory estate were approved on 
Monday night. The council’s development control 
committee took minutes to give the nod. 

The 214 properties will be a mix of two, three and 
four bedroom homes and two bedroom flats. 

It forms part of a £37 million to redevelop the 
estate between Birmingham New Road and Priory 
Road. Homes have already been built in the first 
phase. 

It will be a 50-50 split between homes for sale and 
affordable houses to rent and will have the same 
external appearance as properties which have 
already been built at the site. 

The planning committee were also told an initial 
objection from the Environment Agency had now 
been withdrawn. Developers Keepmoat Homes and 
Bromford Housing are also set to apply to the secre¬ 
tary of state to divert a public right of way in the area 
to improve access around the site. 



Sanjay Patel 
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Bus fares 
are to go 
up bylOp 

Bus fares in the West Midlands are 
to go up lOp from January 2, say 
National Express West Midlands. 

The full adult fare will be £1.90 but 
the firm said the increase will cope 
with “rising business costs” and fund 
further investment in the bus 
network, on top of 100 new vehicles 
introduced this year. 

It follows an above inflation 5.8 per 
cent rise introduced last January 
when fares went from £1.70 to £1.80. 

Peter Coates, managing director for 
National Express Bus UK, said: “We 
realise these are tough times and have 
kept the increase to a minimum, with 
the average increase below inflation.” 

An adult short hop will go from 
£ 1.60 to £ 1.70 with an adult Daysaver 
rising from £3.60 to £3.80. 

One-week travelcards for the Black 
Country will rise 50p from £13 to 
£13.50. 

A four-week travelcard rises from 
£45.50 to £47.50 with a monthly one 
paid for by direct debit going from £40 
to £42. 

Smaller bill for 
levelling baths 

The bill for demolishing the former 
Coseley Baths ended up costing 
Dudley Council chiefs £34,000 less 
than expected. 

The building in Pear Tree Lane was 
knocked down in March 2010 despite 
efforts to save it. 

The local authority said the roof 
needed £ 1 million of repairs to make it 
safe while a further £lm was needed 
to refurbish the building. 

The reduction in demolition costs 
was included in a capital programme 
report to Dudley Council cabinet. 


Work suspended 

Work on a new £7 million bus 
station in Stourbridge will be sus¬ 
pended over Christmas. The inter¬ 
change in Foster Street East is set to 
open in spring next year. Centro 
spokesman Mark Langford said 24- 
hour security will be in place while 
work is suspended. 
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Alert over oil thefts 


Residents in Worcestershire, 
including the Wyre Forest district, 
are being warned to take precautions 
to prevent heating oil being stolen. 

West Mercia Police said high fuel 
costs make oil tanks a target for 
thieves. Last year there were 176 
thefts recorded in Worcestershire, 
Herefordshire and Telford & Wrekin 
where tanks were drained.

your oil tank so you’re not a target for 
thieves in the first place. 

“Plant shrubs or install fences to 
conceal your tank from view — espe¬ 
cially if you live close to the road. If 
your property is more secluded, deter 
thieves from entering your property 
by installing lockable gates.

Single punch killer 
is jailed for 5 years 




A barber who killed a father with a single 
punch as his fiancee and young daughter 
looked on has been jailed for five years. 

Marcus Hutton suffered a fatal blow in the 
head after he was hit by Delroy Hines following a 
fracas outside an off licence in Priory Road, 
Dudley. Mr Hutton, of Priory Road, died in Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital after being placed on a life 
support machine following the July 9 attack. 

Father-of-four Hines, aged 36, pleaded guilty to 
the manslaughter of 30-year-old Mr Hutton and was 
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Zoo chairlift 
is set to get 
an upgrade 

Dudley Zoo’s iconic chairlift is set to be 
brought to life for the first time in 12 years by 
next summer as bosses revealed work would 
start in May. 

The chairlift, which dates back to 1958, is 
being refurbished thanks to a £1.15million 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund. The 
facility closed in 2000 because there were fears 
someone could fall out of one of the single-seat 
chairs or tamper with the mechanism, despite 
there never being any accidents. It is similar in 
design to those used at ski resorts. 

The lift is one of three in the UK with the 
others in Derbyshire and the Isle of Wight. 

Now it will be brought up to modern-day stan¬ 
dards to transport visitors 125ft up the side of 
the hill to Dudley Castle. 

At the moment visitors have the option of 
walking up the steep paths or taking the land 
train from the main entrance. 

Chief executive Peter Suddock said the refur¬ 
bishment of the chairlift would form part of the 
zoo’s 75th anniversary celebrations next year. 

“Work will begin in May with mid-summer 
completion and offer visitors a view from the air 
of some of the rarest animals in the world,” he 
said. 

Other work to be carried out as part of the 
£1.15m lottery-funded project is the restoration 
of four of the zoo’s famous Tecton buildings, 
including the zoo’s landmark wave entrance 
and the bear ravine. 

The zoo is also self-funding a £300,000 
scheme to create a new “welcome plaza” featur¬ 
ing a shop and cafe. 

There will also be a family toilet block and 
ticketing points next to the flamingos, chairlift 
and camels. 

Mr Suddock has previously said the new 
plaza would enable visitors to “plan their visit 
in relaxed surroundings before setting off 
around the site”.

“As Mr Hutton walked 
towards the defendant 
who bent his knees 
slightly and threw an 
extremely forceful punch 
striking Mr Hutton in the 
face,” he said. “This was 
the fatal blow,” he added. 

Hines pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter on the basis 
the victim had approached 
him aggressively. 

He denied having earlier 
made a wolf whistle. 

Last week, the court 
heard Hines, of Redwood 
Avenue, Gornal, had 11 
previous convictions 
involving violence. 

Sentencing Hines, 
Judge John Warner told 
him: “No sentence I can 
pass will take away the 
grief from Marcus 
Hutton’s family and 
friends. The loss of life is 
irreplaceable.” 

Detective Inspector 
Simon Astle of West Mid¬ 
lands Police said: Marcus 
Hutton was 30 at the time 
of his death and his death 
was made even more tragic 
by the fact it was was wit¬ 
nessed by his fiancee and 
young daughter.”

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has described man’s injuries as 
“extremely severe”. 

Staff at Yamaha Motorcycle Mart, 
also based on the trading estate, said 
they had seen the emergency services 
arrive at the scene and saw the heli¬ 
copter land at the estate.

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Crackdown on car crime 


A police blitz to drive down vehicle crime in Hale¬ 
sowen is set to be launched this month. 

Officers say there have been a spate of thefts in 
the Howley Grange, Lapal and Shell Corner areas 
of the town in recent weeks. 

Pc Matt Barnsley said: “Over the last few weeks, 
we have experienced a rise in vehicle crime across 
Halesowen, and we anticipate a further rise in theft 
of motor vehicles when engines have been left 
running to defrost windscreens.

Bravery in the face of 
looting thugs honoured

Inspirational tales of bravery and resilience 
in the face of rioting mobs have been celebrated 
by West Midlands Police. 

A total of 145 police officers, volunteers, shopkeep¬ 
ers and residents were honoured for the role they 
played in bringing the region to order after thugs 
rampaged through the streets during ugly scenes in 
August. 

A ceremony for the first Police Community Awards was 
staged in the Grand Hall at the University of Birmingham. 

Opening the event, Chief Constable Chris Sims said that 
the awards were in recognition of “real, real acts of defi¬ 
ance in the face of disorder - acts of great courage”. 

Awards were given to officers who came under fire from 
yobs who threw bricks, concrete and metal bars, while 
others were handed to members of communities who 
rallied together to try to restore calm. 

Among the award-winners w as Wolverhampton busi¬ 
nesswoman Louise Johnson, who was commended for her 
“extreme bravery”. 

Rampaged 

Miss Johnson refused to move from outside her hair¬ 
dressing salon as scores of rioters rampaged down Queen 
Street, looting stores. 

The 52-year-old mother-of-four faced the baying mob 
with arms outstretched as they threatened to destroy her 
business and told them: “You are not having my shop.” 

Pc Donna Page, 40, usually patrols in the Tipton area but 
was called to Oldbury following outbreaks of disorder on 
the night of August 9 into 10. At about 2.30am, officers 
received reports of the Hindu temple coming under attack. 

They came across a gang of up to 100 people in the 
middle of the road, having started a fire. 

When officers confronted them, the yobs started throw¬ 
ing metal bars at them, along with bricks and lumps of con¬ 
crete - one of which hit Pc Page in the side, cracking two 
ribs. She was taken to Sandwell Hospital and, despite the 
advice of her sergeant, was back on the streets two hours 
later. “It’s just what we all felt we had to do — I couldn’t sit 
there and not help,” she said. 

Training 

Pc Scott Clift and Pc Nial Edwards, from Walsall police, 
accepted an award of behalf of the entire unit. They were 
called away from training in Cosford and dispatched to 
Soho Road in Handsworth where they were confronted by 
thugs throwing petrol bombs and bricks and setting cars 
alight. 

The officers worked 20-hour shifts throughout the week. 

“We had to run past burning cars, and were faced with a 
barricade built by the rioters who started throwing mis¬ 
siles,” said Pc Edwards. “We were basically cornered.” Pc 
Clift said: “We just started walking towards them, away 
from the cars, and luckily they backed off.” 

Also honoured was Supt Stuart Johnson, from Dudley 
Police, who acted as silver commander throughout the 
riots. “I’m a bit embarrassed really — I was just doing my 
job,” he said. 

Pc Matthew Kidson accepted an award on behalf of the 
Wolverhampton Response Team, while Ch Insp Sally 
Seeley and Jackie Harrison were given an award for the 
work the press office did during that week. Ch Cons Sims 
said the rioting “came out of the blue”. 

“But there were some magnificent acts that took place, a 
resilience in terrible circumstances,” he added.

A mother from Dudley left five of her pet rabbits with 
little food and in filthy hutches while she moved house, a 
court was told. 

Sara Davis, aged 30, also failed to take two of the 
animals to the vets despite them having a severe case of ear 
mites and one being seriously underweight. RSPCA offi¬ 
cers were tipped off by people who had bought two other 
rabbits from Davis. 

Both animals were found to be seriously ill and one had 
later died, the hearing at Dudley Magistrates Court was 
told. 

Davis, of Bent Street, Brierley Hill, pleaded guilty to two 
charges of causing unnecessary suffering to an animal and 
two of failing to ensure the welfare of the animals. 

Magistrates adjourned the case until January 9 for a 
report to be compiled. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting on behalf of the RSPCA, 
said an officer went to Davis’ former address in Cradley 
Heath after the complaints had been made. 

“The officer spoke with neighbours who said the owners 
of the animals had moved away and had seemed to leave 
them behind,” she said. 

“The officer was able to see into the garden of the house 
where the animals were being kept in hutches.” 

Mrs Sutton said there was little food or water for the 
animals and all the hutches were in a filthy condition. 

The animals were removed and taken to a vet. 

Mrs Sutton said officers eventually quizzed Davis. 

“Davis said she had been moving out at the time but had 
returned to check on the animals every day. She told offi¬ 
cers she knew the hutches were messy and had meant to 
clean them out but this had slipped because of the move 
and because her youngest son had been ill.” The court 
heard Davis also had 10 cats and 11 rabbits in total. 

Spate of fuel thefts 
at service stations 

Petrol stations in Halesowen are being targeted by 
thieves who fill up their tanks and drive off without paying, 
police say. Police said there had been a spate of thefts at 
service stations in Halesowen during the past week and an 
investigation has now been launched. 

Two thefts happened at the BP Connect service station 
in Stourbridge Road at 6.15pm on December 3. 

Both of the cars involved were displaying number plates 
that had been stolen from vehicles parked on the Showcase 
Cinema car park in Dudley earlier in the day. The first 
vehicle was a black Corsa which was bearing the stolen 
number plate WK57 BWJ and the second was a red Corsa 
with a false plate showing MK06 OGF. 

Police said the driver of the black vehicle had taken £59 
of diesel without paying, and the red vehicle’s driver took 
£60 worth of unleaded fuel. Another theft happened at the 
BP Shortcross service station in Halesowen at 5.45pm on 
December 1. 

A man driving a yellow Cabriolet Mini Cooper with the 
number plate PH03 L JH took £56 worth of diesel and drove 
off without making payment. The thief is described as a tall 
Asian man, wearing dark jeans and a leather-style zip-up 
jacket.

A devastated family has appealed 
for the return of war medals stolen in 
a burglary in Kidderminster. 

The Second World War medals were 
presented to the late Stanley Watson. 

Burglars raided his son’s, David 
Watson, home while he was away and 
the property was being watched by his 
brother Michael. Besides the theft of 
the medals £ 150 worth of damage was 
also caused. 

Michael Watson said his family 
were devastated at the theft and app¬ 
ealed for anyone with information 
about the medals to come forward.

Miss Josephs said less 
than an hour later Patel, 
aged 32, of King Charles 
Barnes, Telford, drove to a 
house in Feiashill Road, 
Swindon. 

The homeowner also 
returned to find Patel’s car 
on the drive and discovered 
his dining room and lounge 
windows had been 
smashed. Miss Josephs told 
the court Patel managed to 
escape yet again. 

He was later identified by 
police in Dudley town centre 
and was arrested. 

Blame 

Mr Daniel White, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He knows he only 
has himself to blame. He is 
appalled at what he did.” 

Patel admitted two 
charges of burglary and he 
also asked the court to take 
two other burglaries into 
consideration relating to 
burglaries in Chapel Lane 
and Worcester Lane, both in 
Stourbridge, in August this 
year. 

Sentencing him to five 
years, Judge Michael 
Challinor told Patel: “You 
have an unenviable record. 
These are deliberate 
attacks on houses. If you 
continue as a career burglar 
the sentences will simply 
get longer and longer. 

“Stop offending otherwise 
your life will be spent in 
prison.”

Bosses will be providing services 
including cardiology, orthopaedics, 
plastic surgery and sports therapy to 
private patients. 

Patients will be able to get treat¬ 
ment for skin conditions including 
moles, warts and cysts, and other skin 
damage such as tattoos, torn earlobes 
and scars. Some of the treatments on 
offer are no longer available through 
the NHS. 

The services will be available at 
Russells Hall, Corbett and The Guest 
Hospitals. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said 
any profit made would be reinvested 
into NHS healthcare. 

“The Trust will soon be accepting 
private patients at the hospital for an 
outpatient appointment or a day case 
operation,” she said. 

“By offering a private patient 
service, we will be able to give 
patients more choice with a wider 
range of services and offer treatments 
that are no longer available through 
the NHS.

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Drug dealer’s term is cut 


Judges have cut a jail term 
given to a Dudley drug dealer 
because of the way he has “trans¬ 
formed his life” behind bars. 

Steven John Hall, aged 27, of 
Calewood Road, Quarry Bank, 
was jailed for three-and-a-half 
years at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in July after admitting 
possessing heroin with intent to 
supply. Mrs Justice Sharp, 
sitting in London’s Appeal Court 


with Lord Justice Pitchford and 
Mr Justice Pepperell, said Hall 
acted as a “low level street 
dealer” for a short period so he 
could fund his own addiction. He 
was prosecuted after police saw 
him involved in a “drugs transac¬ 
tion” with someone else in Sep¬ 
tember last year. Mrs Justice 
Sharp said a heavy sentence was 
normally appropriate in cases 
involving street dealing, but 


noted Hall has now stopped 
taking drugs and has secured a 
solid job. He said he had made 
“exceptional progress” while in 
custody which amounted to a 
complete transformation in his 
life, added the judge. “Having 
regard to the progress made, we 
consider that the sentence of 
three-and-a half years was too 
long,” she concluded. The sen¬ 
tence was cut by one year. 


Poll changes closer 


Changes to polling stations 
across Dudley have moved a step 
closer after councillors rubber- 
stamped the plans. 

A review of the locations used 
has led to proposals being drawn 
up. Council bosses in Dudley have 
drawn up changes for polling sta¬ 
tions and the number of districts 
following a public consultation 
period. 

But council chief executive John 


Polychronakis said: “I am happy to 
consider any alternatives people 
have.” 

Under the plans two polling dis¬ 
tricts which vote at Methodist 
Schoolroom, Attwood Street will 
be merged. 

Proposals include a caravan 
used as a polling station at Coomb- 
swood Cricket Ground being relo¬ 
cated as the spot is earmarked for 
development.

Disabled man wins 
negligence payout

A disabled man who communicates with his 
eyes has won an undisclosed payout, thought to 
be in the millions, after he started an investiga¬ 
tion into medical negligence during his birth. 

Christopher Webb, now aged 29, from Sedgley, 
was left severely brain damaged after problems 
during his delivery at Wolverhampton’s New Cross 
Hospital in 1981. 

The High Court has now approved a compensation 
payout from the strategic health authority NHS West Mid¬ 
lands which will help pay for his ongoing care and treat¬ 
ment 

Mr Edward Bishop QC, representing Mr Webb, told the 
court he was born by emergency caesarian section in 
December 1981, after his mother endured a difficult 
labour. 

There were significant delays to the procedure, during 
which the oxygen supply to the baby’s brain dropped, 
causing catastrophic injuries, said Mr Bishop. 

He added Mr Webb was left with cerebral palsy and has 
since required constant care from his parents, Michael and 
Anne, and the Queen’s Cross Day Centre, Dudley, where he 
spends a lot of his time. 

Speaking 

The court heard, after hearing of a similar medical neg¬ 
ligence case on TV more than 20 years later, Mr Webb, who 
has difficulty speaking and so communicates using his 
eyes, managed to tell his mother what he had discovered 
for her to look into the issue. 

When his medical records were later unearthed, the 
West Midlands NHS Trust admitted liability for his 
injuries and issued an apology to Mr Webb and his family. 

Approving the settlement, Mr Justice Wyn Williams 
paid public tribute to the loving care Mr Webb’s parents 
had provided over the years. 

The damages settlement comprises a lump sum to com¬ 
pensate Mr Webb for his pain and suffering and past 
losses. 

There will also be annual tax-free payments to cover the 
costs of his care for the rest of his life. Mr Paul Rees QC, for 
the trust, said: “Nothing I can say can turn back the clock, 
but Mr Webb, all his family and in particular his mother 
and father are entitled to a full and unreserved apology.” 

NHS West Midlands spokeswoman Norma Harvey said: 
“Investigations into the events surrounding Mr Webb’s 
delivery led to liability being admitted by West Midlands 
Strategic Health Authority. 

“It was accepted that there was a delay in Mr Webb’s 
delivery which the Strategic Health Authority sincerely 
regrets. We have apologised to Mr Webb and his family. 

“The court has approved a settlement which it is hoped 
will provide Mr Webb with security for the future.”

meals for children, who will then be 
given a voucher to reclaim their food. 

Nearly 15,000 children in Dudley 
are in families living below the 
poverty line. 

Nicki Burrows, spokesman for 
Dudley CVS, said: “The Big Meal 
Deal in Dudley is a unique initiative 
that raises donations locally and dis¬ 
tributes to those most in need. 

“Children who live in poverty are 
disadvantaged in so many ways. The 
least we can all do is to make sure 
they are fed properly 52 weeks of the 
year.” According to local charities and 
food banks, an increasing number of 


children are not getting enough nutri¬ 
tional food during school holidays, 
with some not eating a proper meal 
for two or three days at a time. 

The deal aims to provide a total of 
530,706 meals - 70 meals per child 
eligible for free school meals - 
Monday to Friday during the 2012 
school holidays.

£10,000 cycle lane 
‘a waste of money’

A “cycle lane to nowhere” that cost a 
cash-strapped Dudley Council 
£10,000 has been branded a waste of 
money. The route, which covers just 
150ft in Enville Street, Stourbridge, 
leads into the town centre, where 
cycling is banned. 

It is claimed it encourages cyclists to 
switch lanes across the busy carriageway 
towards the town’s ring road. Russell 
Eden, chairman of Stourbridge Bicycle 
Users’ Group, has called the lane “a com¬ 
plete and utter extravagance that is never 
used and never will be used”. 

The lane is designed to provide a safe route 
from Wollaston into the town centre. 

But Mr Eden says it is a road that experi¬ 
enced cyclists would usually avoid as it is too 
dangerous. 

The route ends at the subway in Bell Street 
with a sign telling cyclists to dismount. 

Mr Eden said: “What is the point in following 
this when you find yourself unable to ride your 
bike at the end of it? 

Nowhere 

“It is a cycle lane to nowhere, and when the 
work starts building a new Tesco at the Crown 
Centre it will be a cycle lane on to a building 
site. 

“There are much better things the council 
could spend its money on than this.” 

He said the user group was asked about the 
plans for the lane earlier this year and advised 
the council that it was not needed. 

“They carried on regardless, though,” Mr 
Eden added. 

“It is a case of carrying out a consultation but 
not listening to the responses,” he said. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, said: “The cycle 
path is part of Dudley Council’s ongoing work to 
improve access by sustainable modes of trans¬ 
port. 

“It was implemented using nationally recog¬ 
nised engineering measures and is compliant 
with safety guidelines. 

“We have received no official complaints on 
the cycle path and no incidents have been 
reported. 

“I have invited cycling groups and their rep¬ 
resentatives to meet with me to discuss any con¬ 
cerns they may have, but I have not yet received 
any response.”

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£50,000 on new hospital gowns 


The introduction of new nightwear 
at Sandwell and Rowley Regis Hospi¬ 
tal to boost patients’ integrity will 
cost £50,000. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust has ordered less 
revealing nightgowns as well as 
pyjamas with a flap so catheters can 
be fitted more easily. 

It is also planning to wash the gar¬ 
ments on-site rather than having 
them washed externally like previ¬ 
ously. 

Confirming they were investing 
£50,000 on the new garments, trust 
spokesman Jessamy Kinghorn said: 
“We have been looking for a while 


about how we could improve patients’ 
dignity. 

“We felt we needed to do something 
and now we have come up with this. 
We feel it will make a difference for 
patients.” 

The changes are being introduced 
after patients complained the current 
nightwear was too revealing. 

At the moment the gowns are tied 
at the back of the patients but the 
new designs have an extra panel to 
make them less revealing. 

Mrs Kinghorn said existing 
laundry rooms at the trust’s hospitals 
would be utilised for the washing so 
there was no risk of the garments 


being mixed up if they were being 
washed externally. She said the old 
gowns were designed for quick access 
but said the likelihood of the new 
range causing a significant obstruc¬ 
tion to hospital staff was minimal. 

“The risk is so small that privacy is 
more of a priority for us,” she said. 

‘We have received some complaints 
and this is about trying to provide 
garments that are more respectable.” 

The nightwear is expected to be 
introduced in the next few weeks. 

The trust, which also runs City 
Hospital in Birmingham, is following 
in the footsteps of Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital.

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Youths who robbed 
cars await sentence

A gang of youths who targeted and 
stole car stereos from top-of-the-range 
cars in Dudley and Wolverhampton are 
now awaiting sentence. 

Luke Burns, Adam Dudley and Lee Field 
struck at dealerships during their spree, and 
in one case, they smashed the windows of a 
BMW M3 sports car worth £9,000, leaving it 
beyond repair. 

But the trio were caught 
when CCTV footage identifed 
them targeting a vehicle at 
Stratstone Jaguar, in Stafford 
Street, Wolverhampton. 

At the city’s magistrates 
court on December 7, prosecu¬ 
tor Mrs Jane Yeomans said a 
BMW M3 at Stratstone had 
windows smashed and its boot 
damaged when it was raided at 
about 3.15am on November 28. 

Dudley and Burns, both 18, 
and 21-year-old Field, used a 
crowbar to smash the windows 
but failed to steal the stereo 
from the vehicle. They were 
arrested after police were 
alerted by CCTV operatives. 

The court heard all three had 
a previous conviction for inter¬ 
fering with vehicles on August 
4. They all admitted attempt¬ 
ing to steal from a motor 
vehicle and were bailed 
pending sentencing. 

Offence 

Meanwhile, Dudley, of The Broadway, Stour¬ 
bridge, and Field, of Cheyne Walk, Brierley Hill, 
have also been convicted of attempting to steal a 
stereo from a car at Steve Smith Motors, Church 
Road, Netherton on Saturday. They will be sen¬ 
tenced for that offence and the one at Stratstone 
at Dudley Magistrates Court on January 3. 

Burns, of Turney Road, Stourbridge, will be sen¬ 
tenced by magistrates in Wolverhampton this 
week. 

Mr Jason Patel, for Burns, said he had shown 
“remorse”. But chairman of the bench Mr Richard 
Jervis told the teenager he needed to think about 
the meaning of remorse after witnessing the 
youth smirking during the hearing. 

He said: “The difficulty we have is you went 
with friends nicking stuff from other people’s 
property.”

Benefit claims rise 
bad sign for future

A £56 million rise in the amount 
of people that are claiming in bene¬ 
fits across the West Midlands is a 
sad sign of things to come, MPs 
claim. 

Soaring numbers of people claiming 
jobseeker’s allowance, income support 
and other benefits were blamed on 
huge unemployment. The amount 
claimed in Stourbridge went from 
£53.2m to £58m while in Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis it rose from £62.4m 
to £65.6m. 

But in Dudley North and Dudley South it 
fell from £72.6m to £69m and from £64.3m 
to £60.8m. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: “We 
need to look at exactly which benefits are 
being claimed, because all the figures show 
unemployment in Dudley is going up just 
like everywhere else in Britain.” 

The rise has been the steepest in Cannock 
Chase in Staffordshire, where £15.7 million 
more was claimed in 2010/11 than the year 
before. 

Aidan Burley, Conservative MP for 
Cannock Chase, said: “It’s no surprise that 
during the dying months of the last govern¬ 
ment, benefits claimants shot up. 

Support 

“This government is reforming welfare, 
retesting all those on incapacity benefit and 
employment support allowance and making 
sure that if you can work, you should work.” 

The largest benefits bill was in Walsall 
North, where £92.6m was paid out. 

David Winnick, Labour MP for the area, 
said: “The figures don’t surprise me in the 
slightest. They illustrate only too well the 
high amount of unemployment.” 

Benefits claims also rose in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. Wolverhampton South East Labour MP 
Pat McFadden said: “Unemployment in my 
constituency went up by 400 in the past year 
and the bad news is with the economic 
outlook the benefits bill is set to continue to 
rise.” 

Job queues in the city have fallen despite 
it remaining second only to Hull nationally 
for the highest number of claimants. The 
jobseekers’ allowance bill alone for Wolver¬ 
hampton’s three constituencies was £36. lm

More breathing space 
over station closures 


The consultation on 
plans to close Dudley, 

Stourbridge and Hale¬ 
sowen police stations in 
the evenings has been 
extended to January 
15. 

That gives us an extra 
month to put pressure on 
the authorities to reverse 
this decision. 

We’ve had nearly 2,500 
people sign the petition 
against the closures so far 
and it’s increasingly clear 
people aren’t convinced with 
the argument that this will have no affect on public 
safety. 

Last Thursday I went down to the Police Authority in 
Birmingham and argued there were specific, local reasons 
why Dudley police station should not be closed in the 
evening. 

We’ve got a brand new, £30million college campus 
opening which will bring lots more young people into the 
town centre in the evening. We’ve also got big plans for the

departments still based in overheated 
London and the South East? I’d move gov¬ 
ernment civil servants up to the regions.

This is an important point - government and public 
services in general should be moving out of central London 
to the regional centres such as Dudley, Wolverhampton 
and West Bromwich. 

We should be using public spending to support employ¬ 
ment and to support the economy in town centres like 
Dudley. We should go further than that. 

Why have we still got all of these central government 


Black Country Funding 

Unfortunately, it seems unlikely the 
Government would have the courage to 
take these steps. 

Time and again recently our area has 
got a raw deal from central government. 
The latest blow came last week when I 
learned the Black Country will miss out 
on £500,000 after the Government 
changed the way it distributes funding to 
local areas. 

Instead of basing the funding for local enterprise part¬ 
nerships on unemployment levels, which is normally used, 
the government has invented a completely new measure, 
based on average earnings. 

It means areas with higher incomes will get more 
funding so while we’ve lost out on half a million, wealthy 
areas down south such as Hertfordshire and Bucking¬ 
hamshire will see their funding increased. 

We’ve got more than our fair share of the country’s 
unemployed and low-skilled and we should be 
getting more of our fair share of the funding pro¬ 
vided to tackle these problems.

Italian design, European looks, Korean warranty 



YOU could be forgiven for asking Ssang 
Yong - who, what? 

That is, you would in the UK - but over at its 
base in South Korea it is well-known as a man¬ 
ufacturer of workhorse 4x4 vehicles and has 
been since 1953.

They have always been utilitarian, rather different 
from many of the 4x4s that grace our roads with 
plush interiors, top-of-the-range sound systems and 
never off nice level roads. 

In recent years the company has sold in the UK 
but with very limited success. 

Now that looks set to change with the relaunch 
of the Korando, Rexton and Rodius with an 
all-new look. This time the vehicles are 
more tailored to European needs in 
terms of styling and engineering 
with prices starting at £16,995. 
Leading the attack is the 
Korando in the fast growing 
crossover market. 

It has been 
designed by an 
Italian and is streets 
ahead of the old 
Korando and 
looks much more 
attractive along¬ 
side the competi¬ 
tion. 

Once you get 
inside the story is 
the same with 
better quality 
finish and specifi¬ 
cation. 


On the entry-level S model the standard equip¬ 
ment includes cruise control, rear parking sensors, 
air-conditioning and Bluetooth. 

If you upgrade to ES, or EX, specification includes 
heated leather seats front and rear. There is also a 
wide range of options. 

There is just one engine, a 2.0-litre diesel with 
175bhp and that means the Korando, can get from 
0-62mph in 9.9 seconds. It will also tow a braked 
trailer up to 2,200kg. 

The EX also has an on demand 4WD which bearing 
in mind the winter we had last year could be very 
useful. 

There’s a choice of manual and auto versions, both 
six-speed, and the auto box works efficiently 
although not as smoothly as I would have liked when 
changing up or down. 

Warranty 

I drove the Korando for an hour round Shropshire 
roads covering country lanes, dual carriageway and 
motorway and it rode very well although roll on cor¬ 
nering in the lanes was a little too much and noise on 
the motorway from tyres and wind was a little intru¬ 
sive. 

In town it is easy to drive and very comfortable. My 
drive meant I couldn’t test the claim of up to 48mpg 
but I would imagine around 35mpg would be the 
norm. A big plus is that the car comes with as stan¬ 
dard, a five-year unlimited mileage warranty. That’s a 
warranty you won’t get anywhere near except with 
Kia and Hyundai - oddly enough also Korean-based. 

That alone makes it worth some serious thought if 
you are looking for a crossover.
